n  the  facing  page,  our 
Chairman  of  the  Board  has 
made  you  aware  of  a  few 
changes  in  our  Shabbat  and 
Festival  morning  services. 

Amy  has  been 
meeting  with 
the  Rabbis  and 
Cantors  so 
that,  together, 
we  can  try 
some  new 
ideas. 

For 

example,  the 
clergy  receive 
many  requests  for  prayers  for 
friends  or  family  who  are  ill,  and  it 
is  important  that  we  continue  to 
mention  those  names.  It  is  also 
important  to  try  to  find  the 
Hebrew  (or  Yiddish)  name  of  the 
person  and  the  mother’s  name,  in 
accordance  with  tradition. 

We  will  continue  to  read  the  full 
list  of  names  at  services  on 
Mondays  and  Thursdays  and  on 
Shabbat  afternoon.  Rabbi  Stern  has 
pointed  out  that  Shabbat  afternoon 
has  always  been  considered  what 
the  rabbis  called  an  eit  ratzon,  or  a 
time  when  our  prayers  are 
especially  efficacious.  We 
especially  encourage  those  who  are 
concerned  about  someone  who  is 
ill  to  try  to  attend  these  services. 

On  Shabbat  morning,  instead  of 
reading  the  individual  names,  there 
will  be  a  special,  beautiful  prayer 
that  will  be  sung  by  the  Cantors; 
during  that  singing  we  will  ask  you 
to  bring  to  mind  anyone  you  know 
who  is  ill.

From  the 

Chairman 

In  this  column,  I  have  written  to  you 
about  many  of  the  challenges  that 
face  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  and 
the  actions  we  are  taking  to  address 
these  challenges.  One  of  the  most 
important  challenges  that  faces 
Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  and 
the  Conservative 
Movement  in 
general  is  the 
shrinking 
population  that 
attends  Shabbat 
Services.  We  are 
all  extremely 
fortunate  to  have  four  clergy  members 


who  reflect  on  this  issue  and  want  to  do 
something  about  it.  To  this  end,  I  have 
met  numerous  times  with  our  Rabbis 
and  Cantors. 

They  have  contacted  other 
synagogues  and  have  visited  other 
services.  They  have  formed  a  committee 
that  is  looking  at  Friday  Evening 
Services.  Over  the  next  few  weeks,  you 
will  see  the  results  of  these  efforts. 
Beginning  on  May  12,  our  Friday 
Evening  Service  will  have  a  revised 
format.  It  will  keep  the  traditional 
aspects  to  our  service  and  expand  on 
those  characteristics  of  the  Rinah 
U’Tejilah  Service  that  our  congregation 
enjoys.  I  know  you  will  find  this  new 
service  both  meaningful  and 
inspirational  (for  details,  see  page  4). 

Shabbat  Morning  Services  will  also 


reflect  some  changes.  As  an  example, 
the  Torah  Service  will  have  fewer 
aliyot.  All  people  celebrating  birthdays 
will  be  called  up  to  the  Torah  together 
and  all  people  celebrating  anniversaries 
will  be  called  up  to  the  Torah 
together.  The  only  exceptions  will  be 
those  individuals  who  are  celebrating  a 
milestone  birthday  or  anniversary. 
Other  parts  of  the  service  will  be 
handled  differently  as  well  (please  see 
Rabbi  Lincoln’s  column).  1  welcome 
your  input  as  we  go  forward. 

This  is  our  year  of  Prayer  and 
Practice,  a  year  to  think  about  enriching 
our  Jewish  lives.  There  is  no  better  place 
for  this  to  happen  than  our  Shabbat 
Services.  I  hope  I  will  see  you  there.

Jewish  Values 


e  teach  Jewish  values  in 
our  school,  but  how  can 
we  choose  a  Jewish  value? 
We  in  the  school  have 
some  ideas,  as  our  stu¬ 
dents  taught  us  on  Shabbat  Hakavod: 

Andrew  Weiss:  I  was  asked  to 
find  a  connection  between  today’s 
parsha  and  our  values.  Today’s  parsha 
is  Parsha  Terumah.  It  details  the 
dimensions  of  the  Mishkan  (or 
Tabernacle).  It  connects  to  our  value 
because  the  Mishkan  housed  our 
holiest  document,  the  Torah,  in 
which  we  are  commanded  to  respect 
our  parents.  The  Torah  is  a  precious 
gift,  and  so  is  our  family.  We  must 
remember  this.  We  have  to  love  our 


family  and  strive  for  harmony. 

Rachel  Lander:  Hay  class  made  a 


list  of  our  most  important  Jewish 
values.  We  narrowed  the  list  and 
selected  two:  Respect  and  Family.  We 
came  to  a  conclusion  that  Respect  and 
Family  are  equally  important.  We 
combined  them  and  got  Respect  Your 
Family.  These  values  are  important 
not  only  to  the  Jewish  community, 
but  to  every  community.  You  have  to 
start  by  respecting  yourself,  then  your 
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Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
Congregational.  School

each  a  child  in  the  way  he 
should  go,  and  when  he  is 
old  he  will  not  depart  from 
It,”  goes  an  old  Yiddish  saying. 
For  those  of  us  who  are  parents, 
“the  way  he  (or  she)  should  go” 
may  mean  sending  our  children 
to  study  and  learn  the  ethical, 
religious  and  spiritual  lessons 
taught  at  The  P.A.S. 
Congregational  School.  For  the 
children,  “the  way  he  should  go” 
means  literally,  “you  are  going 
to  Hebrew  School  today,  no 
discussion.” 

Some  children  may  not  yet 
understand  the  value  of  their 
Jewish  education  and  those  who 
do  may  still  balk  at  having  to  go 
three  times  a  week. 

Nonetheless,  on  Shabbat 


Hakavod,  the  day  we  honor  the 
children  for  their  commitment 
to  their  Jewish  path  of  learning, 
they  knew  their  prayers, 
chanted  in  earnest,  and  sang 
with  a  full  and  joyous  heart.  All 
of  us  present — parents, 
relatives,  congregants  and 
children  shared  in  the  pride  of 
this  accomplishment. 

Spoken  or  unspoken,  each 
child,  from  Gan  to  Vav,  standing 
on  the  Bimah  next  to  the  Rabbis 
and  the  Cantors,  understood 
and  felt  the  importance  of  the 
day  and  its  significance.  By  the 
time  the  children  finished  their 
desserts  at  the  Kiddush  luncheon 
following  the  services,  they  may 
have  let  go  of  the  feeling,  but  it 
is  our  hope  and  desire  that  they 
“will  not  depart  from  it.” 


parents,  extended  family  and 
community.  This  reminds  me  of  a 
tree:  It  starts  from  the  roots 
(yourself),  moves  up  to  the  trunk 
(your  parents,  brothers  and  sisters), 
then  to  the  branches  (your  extended 
family),  and  finally  to  the  leaves 
(your  community).  We  think  that  if 
you  don’t  respect  yourself,  family  and 
community,  you  can’t  accomplish  a 
lot  in  life.  This  shows  that  Respecting 
Your  Family  can  get  you  far  in  life. 

Jonathan  Furman:  This  year,  one 
of  the  things  that  the  Vav  class 
studied  was  Jewish  values.  We 
discussed  various  Jewish  values  and, 
for  this  Shabbat  service,  decided 
which  one  was  the  most  important  to 
us.  How  could  we  decide  which 
Jewish  value  was  most  important, 
since  they’re  all  so  important  and 
meaningful?  The  Jewish  value  we 
chose  was  honesty,  simply  put, 
because  in  Judaism  G-d  has  always 
dealt  with  the  Jewish  people  honestly. 
If  G-d  hadn’t  been  honest  with  us,  we 
wouldn’t  be  here  today.  G-d  said  that 
he  would  take  us  out  of  a  foreign 
land,  Egypt,  and  he  did.  G-d  said  he 
would  get  us  to  the  promise  land  and 
we  got  there  and  are  still  there.  He 
also  promised  that  he  would  give  us 
rain  for  our  crops;  he  did  that  too. 

G-d  has  never  broken  his  word  or 
done  something  terrible  to  the  Jewish 
people  (at  least  not  without  warning 
us).  To  the  Vav  class,  “honesty”  was 
an  important  Jewish  value,  because  it 
seemed  to  be  so  close  to  an  attribute 
of  G-d. 

More  on 
Jewish  Values 

hink  middot  -  moral  qualities. 
Think  mitzvot  -  command¬ 
ments  or  good  deeds.  Think 
musar  -  instruction.  Then, 
think  mensch  -  decent  person. 


These  are  the  ideas  and  the  ideals  that 
express  the  meaning  of  the  term  “Jew¬ 
ish  values.” 

What  makes  a  value  Jewish?  Louis 
Jacobs’  book,  The  Jewish  Religion:  A 
Companion  (Oxford  University  Press, 
1995),  clarifies  that  important  ques¬ 
tion.  Jacobs  writes:  “Basic  to  all  the 
higher  religions  are  ideals  correspon¬ 
ding  closely  to  those  described  as 
Jewish.  Non-religious,  as  well  as  reli¬ 
gious,  ethical  thinkers  have  expound¬ 
ed  on  the  worth  of  humility,  truth, 
love,  and  compassion.  If  the  adjective 
‘Jewish’  is  used  the  intention  is  to 
suggest:  (a)  that  these  values  receive  a 
special  kind  of  emphasis  in  the  Jewish 
tradition,  a  Jewish  way  of  looking  at 
them;  and  (b)  that  they  are  not 


remote  ideals  but  are  a  real,  vital  force 
in  the  lives  of  Jews.”  (p.574) 

Jewish  teaching,  Jewish  law,  Jewish 
tradition  and  Jewish  history  all 
embrace  a  remarkably  constant  set  of 
beliefs  and  behaviors  that  can  be 
called  Jewish  values.  Along  with  the 
positive  ones — love  G-d,  study  Torah, 
beautify  the  mitzvah,  pursue  justice — 
there  are  negatives:  Do  not  speak 
lashon  hora;  do  not  humiliate  others; 
do  not  destroy.  Practice  the  positive, 
reject  the  negative,  and  the  moral 
qualities  you  possess  will  make  you  a 
mensch.  Not  necessarily  rich,  or 
handsome,  or  famous,  but  better  than 
all  of  those,  a  mensch.

There  is  an  application  fee  of  $40 
per  child.  The  application  process 
includes  a  visit  and  tour  of  the  school 
by  one  or  both  parents  and  a  separate 
visit  with  the  child. 

For  the  September  2006  school 
year,  there  were  approximately  55 
openings.  It  will  be  very  helpful  to 
have  some  idea  prior  to  September 
how  many  eligible  member  families 
are  interested  in  a  place  for  the  2007- 
OS  school  term.  This  will  enable  us  to 
determine  how  many  applications 
from  new  members  or  non-members 
we  will  be  able  to  accept.
